That the faid recited Ads, 
fo far as the fame require Affidavits of two credible Witnefles or of Overfeers 
to be laid before the Grand Jury of any county, county of a city, or county 
of a town, in order to enable them to make Preferments, and fo far as the 
fame require Affidavits of Overfeers to enable the Treafurers of counties to 
pay Money in refped of fuch Preferments, and fo far as the fame empower 
Grand Juries to appoint Supervifors of Roads, and fo far as the fame autho- 
rize the prefenting for reimburfement Supervifors and their Deputy 01- 
Deputies, and fo far as the fame empower Grand Juries to .enter into any

And be it further Enaded, That from and. after the day of 

eighteen hundred and it lhall be lawful for the 

Grand Jury of any county, county of a city, or county of a town in Ireland, 
at any Affizes holden for the lame, to prefent allfiich fum and fnms of 
Money as ffiall be neceflary for any of the purpofes in and by the faid recited 
Ads lpecified and contained, except for the purpofe of reimburfing Super- 
vifors or. their Deputies, or making good any contrad or contrads for the 
repairing of the battlements of Bridges : Provided always, that an Eftimate 
of the expence of the work propofed to be done lhall in the firft inftance be 
made and .taken by three Overfeers. whole names ffiall be lpecified 
therein, and which Eftimate ffiall be intitled of the pariffi or extra-parochial 
lands in which the v/ork propofed to he done ffiall be .fituated, and which 
faid Eftimate 'ffiall Ipecify and contain all and every the particulars admea- 
furements plans and things lpecified and contained in the feveral Affidavits 
in and by the faid recited Adts diredted to be fworn, and lhall alfo in addition 
to Rich particulars admealurements plans and things, Ipecify and let forth 
the nature of the materials, and the number of men and horles propofed to 
be employed therein, and the rates of wages and of hire propofed to be paid 
for the fame refpedtively ; and that to all and every '.fuch Eftimate there be 
annexed a Certificate, ligned by all and every the Overfeers named therein, in 
the following form :

And be it further Euafted, That all and every fuch Eftimate and Cer- 
tificate (hall be lodged fifteen days at ieaft before the Commiffion-day of the be li*wl 
Affizes m every county, with the a&ng Secretary of the Grand Jury by .TuS? 
whom fuch Prefentment is required to be made, at his office in the county d. win 
town; and fuch Secretary is hereby required to keep an ofEce' open from ““ft 
the hour of eleven until three in the afternoon in fuch county town, twenty- Kf 
one days at leaf! previoufly to every Affizes, and to make Schedules of fuch 
Eftimates, difhngudhing in feparate Schedules the amount of the fums 
eftimated, and by what perfons the fame were eftimated for the purpofe of 
being railed on the county at large, and on each barony or half barony and 
fpecifying the amount of the charge that the l'aid fums fb eftimated for 
the purpofe of being raifed on the county at' large would, if prefented, 
occafion on each barony or half barony, particularizing the charge from

Overfeers figning fuch Account, the amount of any fum or fums of Money j!

are now tried by Law, with the fame powers of (limmoning a Jury,, and of 
appeal to the Judge of Affize, as are now given by Law in Civil Bill 
proceedings..

Conltables. Treafurer, verified by Affidavit, of the iiifufficiency of the Monies in his 

hands to pay the fums due upon Prefentments in arreat and unpaid, together 
with the caufes thereof, to direbt fuch proceedings as they may deem 
neceffary againft any High Conftable or Collector, his or their fecurities, by 
whofe neglefl or mifcondubl any fuch deficiency may have ariien, and to 
prefent fitch fums to be levied upon the county at large as may be neceffary 
to enable the Treafurer to difeharge all Prefentments fo in arrear and 
unpaid ; and in cafe of any Prefentment being fo made, and on the recovery 
of any Mollies from fuch High Conftable or Collector, his or their Securi- 
ties, all Grand Juries are hereby empowered to re-prefent fuch Monies (o' 
recovered to the credit of the county at large by which fuch deficiency has 
been made good.

Affize, prepare Schedules of all fuch Prefen tments as have been duly ac- 
counted for purfuant to this A6t, and alio Lifts of all Accounts againft which 
there is any Traverfe depending, 'which Schedules and Lifts fhall remain 
open for infpedtion in the office of fuch Clerk of the Crown between the 
hours oftwelve of the clock and three, until the commencement of fuch Affizes ; 
and which, together with the Certificate of the Trealurer, fpecifying the 
payment and the date and amount thereof, lhall be by the. laid Clerk of the 
Crown laid before the Grand Jury on the firft day of each Affize, for their 
15 ini'pection and examination during. luch Affizes; and luch Grand Jury is 
hereby empowered to examine into ail matters concerning fuch Prefent- 
ments and Accounts, and in cale it fhall appear to them either from 
infpedlion of the faid Accounts, or from any Petition prefented to them or 
otherwife, that any fraud has been committed in paffing fuch Accounts, or 
that there is any error therein, then it ffiall and may be lawful for fuch 
Grand Juries to order and direct the Clerk of the Crown for the county to 
bring an Adtion in any of the Courts of Law, or to proceed by Civil Bill 
for the recovery of the fum fo fraudulently received or erroneoufly paid ; 
and in cafe of recovering judgment in luch Adtion, or in a cafe of a 
Decree in his favour in fuch proceeding by Civil Bill, to levy the amount by 
execution againft the Parties fo fraudulently or erroneouijy accounting, and 
to pay fuch amount to the Trealurer of the county for the time being, to be 
by him applied in like manner as other fums railed and unaccounted for. 



And be it further Enadted, That it lhall arid may be lawful for any Grand 
Jury to prelent and to charge upon the county at large, fuch fums as may be 
neceftary for payment of the Cofts of any Adtion or Proceeding diredted to 
be inftituted by them, when taxed by the proper Officer, and fcr indemnifying 
the Clerk of the Grown- from all lofs, cofts and expences incurred by him 
by reafon of his name having been uled in fuch Adtion or Suit ; and in cafe 
16 of a Verdidt or a Decree for the Defendant in luch Adtion, no Writ of 
Error lhall be brought, nor further proceedings had after fuch verdidt. 



AND in order to prevent any inconvenience to Travellers from fudden 
breaches in any Bridges or Loads between Affizes and Affizes, as to which 
Bridges or Roads no contradt to keep the fame in repair has been entered 
into by any Grand Jury; BE it further Enadted, That any Juftice of the 
Peace of any county having an Eftate in Freehold in Lands Tenements 
or Hereditaments, of the clear yearly value of one hundred Pounds at leaft 
within fuch county, may under his hand and leal order any fum not ex- 
ceeding five Pounds to be expended in repairing any fuch Bridge or any 
fuch public Road, and any fum not exceeding forty Shillings to be expended 
in repairing any fuch public Road within luch county which may be Sud- 
denly damaged and which ought to be repaired by luch county, provided 
it ffiall appear -to him that the repair of fuch Bridge or Road cannot be 
delayed to the next Affizes without prejudice to the county ; and every 
Grand Jury of any fuch county is hereby empowered to raife by Prefent- 
1 1-8. * ment 
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meat at the next Affizes the fum fo expended in repairing any fuch Bridge 
upon any fuch county at large, and any lum fo expended in repairing fuch 
Road upon the barony or half-barony wherein the lame is fituated, or on the 
county of the city or town, to be paid to the Overfeers fo appointed by filch 
Juftice upon his producing to them a Warrant under the hand and leal of r 7 
the faid Juftice, as alfo an Affidavit, fworn by fuch Overfeer before any 
two other Juftices of the Peace for fuch county or Judge of Affize, that he 
has faithfully and honeftly expended the fam fpecified in the faid Affidavit 
in repairing fuch Bridge or Road [as the cafe may be] ; provided that no 
Juftice of the Peace lha.ll make or have authority to make above one fuch 
order for any Bridge or Road between Affize and Affizes, nor for any Road 
in any barony in which he. has not a Freehold of the clear yearly value of 
One hundred Pound's; and alfo that no money lhall be paid by any Trea- 
furer to any Overfeer appointed by any Juftice of the Peace in manner 
aforefaid, unlefs it lhall firft appear to the Grand Jury and Judge of Affize, 
by the Certificate of fuch Juftice,. that he viewed fuch Bridge or Road 
before he gave any orders for repairing the fame, and that the repair thereof 
feemed to him necelfary to be made ; that he viewed the fame lince it was 
repaired, and that the work feemed to him to have been well executed, 
and the whole of the Money to have been honeftly expended ; and that he 
has an Eftate of Freehold in the county (if the order was for a Bridge) 01- 
in the barony (if the order was for a Road) of the clear yearly value of 
One hundred Pounds ; and that he made only one luch order fince laft 
Affizes. 

Treafurer to AND whereas it may be more convenient, to appoint certain fixed days

ceed to colleCt the lame, and lhall feverally account for the Spring Levy 
during the firft- week of September, and for the Summer Levy during the 
fii-ft week of June in each year, and lhall thereupon immediately pay over 
the fame to. the Treafurer ; upon which payment lb made at Inch, appointed 
time, they are feverally. to deduCt their Fees of Nine-pence per pound as 
now appointed by Law out of the films fo paid, which the Treafurer is 
hereby authorized in cafe of fuch payments being fo duly made as aforefaid, 
but not otherwife, to allow ; and in cafe of the non-payment of the whole 
or any part of the faid Levy fo received by the-, laid Pligh Coiiftable or 
other the Collectors as aforefaid in manner hereinbefore prefcribed, it lhall 
and may be lawful to and for the Treafurer to proceed to levy from all 
and every High Coiiftable or other Collector then in arrear, and' his or-

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Receipts from the feveral Conftables, and the a&ual Payments with the dates 
thereof, to the. feveral perfons accounting for Public Money, and the Balance 
in his hands at fuch period, together with the Certificate of the Clerk of the 
Crown that -the Securities now required by Law for the execution of the 
duties of fuch Treafurer are in force, then and in fuch cafe, but not other- 
wife, it Shall -and may be lawful for lucb Grand Jury to prefent a Him equal 
per centum upon the Payments fo made by fuch Treafurer, to 
be paid and allowed to him out of the Balance then in his hands, or out of 
the firft Monies which Shall come to his hands, which payment is to be in 
lieu of all Salary and other emoluments, per centage and gains, now derived 
by fuch Treafurer from the execution of fuch office. 

AND whereas important duties are by the provifions of this A& impofed 
upon the Affiftant Barrister of each and every county in Ireland, BE it 
2 Enacted, That previoufly to his undertaking fuch duties, fuch Affiftant 
Barrifter for the time being Shall make the following Affidavit : 

“ I A. B. do foie irmly Swear, That I will faithfully execute the duty 
“ impofed upon me by Law concerning the Accounts of the County, 
“ to the belt of my Skill and judgment, and without favour or 
partiality to any of the Parties concerned. 

“ So help me GOD. ” 

And be it further E:»a&ed, That in confideration of the additional labour 
which fuch duties will throw upon fuch Affiftant Barrifter, every perfon 
offering to account at any Seflions ffiall be and hereby is authorized to 
charge 0 in faid Account the fum of which fum he ffiall pay 

to the Clerk of the Peace in open Court previoufly to the examination of 
fuch Account ; and fuch Clerk of the Peace is hereby authorized to retain 
the fum of in refpeci of his trouble, and to pay over the 

f um of the refidue of the fum fo charged in fuch Account, for 

fees.to fuch Affi ftant Barrifterupon the examination of fuch Account, whether 
the fame be allowed or difallowed by fuch Barrifter. 

And be it further Ena&ecl, That in confideration of the additional duties 
impofed by this A& on Clerks of the Crown, it ffiall and may be lawful 
21 for any Grand Jury to prefent upon the county at large the fum of 
to be paid to fuch Clerk of the Crown by the Treafurer of 
the county for the time being, and alio a fum iufficient lor the put chafe of 
the Prefentmeiit Books hereby required to be prepared by fuch Clerk of the 
Crown. 

And be it further Ena&ed, 'That the feveral films and falaries which 
Grand Juries are bv this A& v authorized to prefent for and on account of 
fuch Trcafurers, Affiftant Barrifters, and Clerks of the Crown, ffiall be pre- 
sented and paid to them only on their due compliance with all and every 
the dire&ions reftri&ions and regulations contained in this Act. 

And be it further Ena&ed, That in order to give to Ovcrfeers ail infereft 
in the due performance of the works entrufted to their care, and io prevent 
the fame from falling into decay from the omiffion of flight or other neceffary 
repairs, the Grand juries of the feveral counties in Ireland are hereby 
enabled and required to enter into a Contra& or Agreement with toe 
Overfeers, or Some of them or Some one cf them, as the Grand Jury ffiall 
think fit, for keeping in iufficient order and repair for any Space of time not 
lefs than three nor exceeding Seven years, the works ipecified mffich their 
Presentments, fuch Agreement or Contra& to be teftffied by fuen Overfeers 
o C or

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or Overfeer entering into a Recognizance in open Court at the Affizes at 
which inch Prefentment is made, in the full amount of the lum for which 
fuch 'Contrail is made, conditioned for the keeping the faid Prefentment work 22 
in repair for the term of years, and for the him fo agreed upon ; 

and fuch Recognizance (hall be received without (lamp, and fhall be kept 
amongfl the Records of the county, and lhall be evidence of fuch Agreement, 
without any further inflrument, in all Courts whatloever. 

And be it further Enabled, That it lhall and may be lawful for the Grand 
juries of the faid counties to prefent any fum or hums of Money to be levied 
or raifed off the refpeilive counties, baronies or half baronies in faid 
counties and counties of cities or towns, to be paid to the perfon or 
perlons with whom they fhall make fuch Contra 61 or Agreement, at the 
end of the term of years for which fuch Contradl or Agreement fhall be 
made, and not looner. 

Grand Juries Provided always, That it fhall and may be lawful for any Grand Jury, 
lief in' u P on anv fpecial application reciting the original Prefentment, and the him 
of uiiforeieen to be paid to the parties or party entering into Inch Recognizance, at the 
events ariling end of the time fpecified for the maintenance of fuch work, and fetting 
d ° ce of P the U " forth any unforefeen or extraordinary Cafualty by which fuch fum has become 
Contractor, inadequate to the due execution of fucli work, to prefent fuch further fum as 
to them may feem neceffary for fuch work in manner as if no fuch Contradl 
or Agreement had been entered' into, and either to cancel or annul fuch 
Agreement^ or to continue the fame at their own diforetion. 23 

Perfons And be it further Enadled, That if any perfon fhall wilfully fwear falfely 

falfelTliilt ' n an y Gath or Affirmation made or taken by authority or under any of 
of Perjury, the provifions of this A61, every fuch perfon, being thereof convidled, fhall 
be adjudged guilty of wilful and corrupt Perjury, and incur the pains and 
penalties enadled againfl the fame.
